Postal Savings Albums 





In its campaign to sell more United States 
| Savings Bonds the Treasury and the Post Of- 
| fice have combined to present a wider op- 
| portunity for all persons to buy these bonds 
by means of Postal Savings stamps. Upon pur- 
chase of a 25c stamp at a post office the pur- 
chaser will be given an “album” in which 
space is provided to mount 75 of these stamps 
| and when filled may be exchanged for a 
bond costing $18.75 which on maturity in 
ten years will have a face value of $25. 
Similarly other albums provide spaces for 75 
§0c or 75 $1 stamps which may be exchanged 
for $37.50 and $75 bonds which have same 
period of maturity and are redeemable at $50 
and $100 respectively. The $5 Postal Sav- 
ings stamp is for an album providing spaces 
for 15 stamps which can also be turned in 
for a $75 bond. The post office will con- 
tinue the custom of selling cards on which 
10c stamps may be mounted and which when 
filled is exchangeable for $1 in larger de- 
nomination stamps. The new series of stamps 
will be issued May 1, to be sold concurrently 
with the present series of 10c, 25c, 50c¢ and 
$1 stamps. 


Hong Kong Centennial 





The stamps commemorating the centennial 
of British occupation of Hong Kong were a 
month late in issuance not being sold to the 
public until February 26 Stamp Collect- 
ing states. The island became a British pos- 
session on January 25, 1841, when at 8:15 
A. M. officers and marines landed and took 
possession. Queen Victoria’s health was drunk 
and three cheers given on Possession Mount. 
Formal possession was taken by Commodore 
Sir J. G. Bremer to the accompaniment of 
a salute fired by his marines and warships.

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Knapp Catalogue Issued 


Last week the thick catalogue of the May 
§-10 sale of the Edward S. Knapp collection 
began to be distributed. The book contains 
368 pages, 7x10, with numerous plates il- 
justrating the seemingly endless array of fine 
and unusual items in the vast collection. The 
lots were recorded, arranged and catalogued 
by the Philatelic Research Laboratories, Inc., 
for the auctioneers, the Parke-Bernet Galler- 
jes, Inc., 30 E. 57th St., New York. As 
was announced the lots will be on display 
at various cities this month. The 3102 lots 
jnclude these groupings: Stampless Covers, 
Straight Line Cancellations, Baltimore, New 
York, New York State Stampless, Foreign (to 
the U. S.), Transportation (steam, steam- 
boat, packet, railroad, express company), 
Carriers, Locals, Republic of Texas, Postal 
History of Great West (Ocean Mail via 
Panama and Nicaragua, Pony Express, Over- 
land Mail, California Pictorial covers, West- 
ern Express Franks, British Columbia com- 
bination, California Town postmarks, Terri- 
torials), Combinations of Hawaiian and U. S. 
postage, Propwganda covers, Postmasters 
Provisionals, 5c and 10c 1847, 1851-1861 
issues on cover, and finally Confederates. 

The book amply justifies the claim that it 
is a handbook of early U. S. postal history. 
Mr. Knapp was a capable student of our 
postal history and the collection is made 
interesting by the numerous explanatory 
notes of the routing and markings of va- 
rious covers. To enumerate thé outstanding 
lots would be too lengthy a task for us to 
attempt. The postmarks start with a number 
of earliest types of the 18th Century and 
continue through the Civil War period. The 
illustrations should serve as a handy check- 
list for the collector of postal markings as 
never before has so much been gathered into 
one volume. The condition of the items is 
exceptional, many being the finest known 
examples, 

The Galleries intend to send each pur- 
chaser of the catalogue a printed list of prices 
realized. Subscription price for the catalogue 
is $1.00. We might mention it is printed by 
J. W. Stowell on coated paper, and repre- 
sents considerable expenditure, probably more 
than has previously been expended on any 
other single catalogue. An unusual service 
offered collectors is the offer to supply a 
photo of any lot for a charge of $1.00. The 
lots in the auction have all been recorded 
photographically by the Laboratories, so this 
record will always be available to philately. 
To guide bidders, the auctioneers offer to sup- 
ply approximate valuations of any lots, such 
valuations being based on what Mr. Knapp 
paid for the item plus other recorded sales 
and current market indications. The stamp 
market is viewing with extreme interest this 
sale of the greatest accumulation of American 
postal history ever offered at any one sale.

British Guiana Press Still In Use 


The British Advertiser 


Guiana mentions 
that during the British Guiana Industries 
Fair, August 5 and 8, 1940, there was ex- 


hibited by the Daily Chronicle of George- 
town the original press upon which had 
been printed in 1856 what is now the world’s 
rarest stamp. The press at time the stamp 
was printed was the property of Baum & 
Dallas, publishers of the Royal Gazette at 
Georgetown. Later it passed into the posses- 
sion of Baldwin & Co., operators of a job 
printing and stationery store, and from them 
was acquired by the founder and proprietor 
of the Daily Chronicle, a Mr. Jardine. In a 
corner of that plant the press is still in regu- 
lar use, The stamps were printed in Feb- 
ruary, 1856 due to delayed arrival of a 
shipment of stamps from England. The 4c 
stamps are valued at hundreds of dollars and 
the lc was not known to exist until found 
in 1872 by a schoolboy in a Berbice, Brisizh 
Guiana attic. Practically nothing is known 
as to the reason, use or quantities prepared 
of the lc. A copy of the 4c on original 
cover, valued at $500, is to be displaved at 
the April 19-20 annual exhibition of the Co- 
lumbus Philatelic Club at Columbus, O. The 
exhibition, which is free, will be open to ell 
visitors,

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“Can you please tell me what difference 
there is between 544B and 545?” Our reader 
does not. carefully read the catalogue de- 
scriptions. As stated there the difference is a 
matter of size of the design, *544B is the 
size as ¥*543, the only difference be- 
543, 544 and 544B being their per- 
forations. These three stamps were normal 
rotary press printings and the designs are 
the same size as other normal rotary press 
stamps. The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing about the same period tried to economize 
by using waste sheets of sidewise coil stamps 
by perforating them fully so they could be 
sold as ordinary sheet stamps and these ac- 
count for numbers 538-539-541-545-546, In 
curving plates for printing sidewise coil 
stamps the plates are curved sidewise, con- 
sequently these stamps measure slightly wider 
than the flat plate stamp of the same de- 
sign. In curving plates for printing ordinary 
sheet stamps on the rotary press, the plates 
are curved endwise of the stamp design, con- 
sequently ordinary rotary press stamps are 
higher than the corresponding flat plate 
stamp. For common examples compare the 
flat plate Ic 1923 (#552) with its rotary 
counterpart of 1926-27 (#581 the perf. 10 
stamp or *632 the perf. 11x10'2) and the 
endwise coil (#604) and the sidewise coil 
(597). #552 will be smaller than any of 
the others, as 581, 632 and 604 will be iden- 
tical in size with each other but measure 
about 3/4 mm. higher than 552. 597 will 
measure about that much wider than 552 
but the height will be the same. Due to 
shrinkage of the paper during printing, the 
variation in size necessarily is not the same, 
and extreme variations are occasionally 
found,

Tones of Philadelphia writes that he has found 
this very unsatisfactory as the cement on the 
tape over a period of several years has oozed 
out and spread in a yellowish stain on the 
adjoining paper. Some of the stain reached 
some blocks and he would appreciate in- 
formation on how to remove it. Who can 
supply this data? Scotch tape we might note 
is unsatisfactory for permanent use anyway, 
as it has a tendency to dry and become brit- 
tle. 


“Please let me know how to obtain covers 
from naval vessels.” We’ve answered this be- 
fore, but repeat: Send covers addressed and 
stamped inside another envelope which is ad-

The 4d Black Cape Triangle 





Fred B. Saunders, President of the Phila- 
telic Society of Cincinnati offers additional 
matter concerning the mystery 4 _ pence 
black Cape of Good Hope triangle which was 
discussed on page 326 in the March 22 
LINN’S. In a catalogue published by Sever 
& Francis at Cambridge in 1863 he finds 
the 4d listed in three colors: blue, black and 
reddish-brown and as proof that the stamp 
even then was not considered to be merely 
a proof or trial color, he points out that for 
the second group of these stamps ‘1861 li- 
thographed” they list the 4d in blue and 
red but the word “proof” in parentheses is 
noted after the red listing, showing the pub- 
lishers indicated such listings as were known 
to be of proofs, Unfortunately the worth of 
this catalogue insofar as accuracy is placed 
in doubt by their use of the term “litho- 
gtaphed” as the Cape triangles were never 
printed by that method, The stamps were en- 
gtaved originally and typographed provision- 
ally.

DENMARK—Faroe Island. Because of 
the severance of connection between these 
Islands and the mother country of Den- 
mark, several local surcharges have ap- 
peared. Just what catalog recognition will 
ye given these provisionals remains to be 
seen. Also just what difference between 
these and similar values issued recently 
by Denmark itself we cannot at this time 
say. However, if and when such informa- 
tion reaches’ us we shall pass it on to 
you. From Mr. A. E. Pade, we have re- 
ceived detailed information as to the val- 
ues and quote from his letter: “Three sur- 
charges have thus far appeared, 20 on 
15 ore, red, Caravel type; 50 on 5 ore, 
rose-lake Scott *224 and 60 on 6 ore, 
yellow, Scott 224A. My letter from 
Thorshaven was franked with a copy of 
the 50 on 5 ore. The old value is oblit- 
erated by short bars, while the new value 
appears twice, slightly above. once to the 
left and once to the right. Unfortunately 
I do not have copies of the other two, but 
a peculiar thing about the 60 on 6 is 
that this apperentiy is the new 6 ore 
stamp issued in Denmark last fall. unless 
the gaits stamp should be a local print, 
which I doubt very much. It is a mystery 
how a supe of these new stamps could 
reach the Faroe Islands after connection 
with Copenhagen was cut off. Whether 
the 20 on 15 is identical with the same 
provisional issued in Denmark last Fall 
is another thing I am not sure of, al- 
though I think it is a locally made pro- 
visional as my correspondent gives the 
issue as 100,000 copies.

Camel Mail at Obock 





The New York Sun back in 1894 an- 
nounced to its readers that the French gov- 
¢rnment was about to issue stamps for a postal 
service using camels in Obock and the Somali 
coast. The centers of the triangular stamps 
(now well known as scarce items to phil- 
ately) were to depict a mehari, or racing 
camel, with desert as a background. The 
toute was intended only as an experiment 
ind the Sun rightly predicted the stamps 
issued may be very few.”—Clipping cour- 
wsy Capt. Fred G. Meyers. 
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W. C. Witte of Trenton, N. J. supplies 
this additional matter on the “F’” plate 
numbers, as written by the late Hugh M. 
Southgate in the Bureau Specialist: “The 
initial ‘F’ in front of most plate numbers 
stands for Frank Martie, not for the word 
‘finished’ as has been assumed. After the re- 
quired number of stamp designs has been 
transferred to a printing plate, it is hardened 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
under supervision of Frank Martie, who 
then tests the plate with a solerescope to 
see that the treatment has shortened the 
steel plate no more than .02 of an inch in 
the direction of the grain. If it meets with 
his approval, Mr. Martie stamps the plate 
with the initial of his first name, usually 
in front of the plate number, before passing 
it on to the Supt. of the Engraving Division 
and the Asst. Director of the Bureau for 
final inspection.” 











A list in catalog form of the Essays and 
proofs for U. S, Beer Stamps appeared in 
the January American Philatelist. Few copies 
are known of most of these colorful en- 
gravings.

Apparently this 
letter was routed via the Great Lakes before 
being turned over to the U. S. postal service.

That Edward S. Knapp was a painstaking 
collector of fine stamps as well as a deep 
student of philately has been revealed in a

RARE Very Hard-to-Get Genuine Confederate) WASHINGTON BICENTENNIALS Good |Stamp-Trade Journal, 21 issues, $1.00. Priso: 
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Colombia’s Cubiertas 





Recently we examined two of the Colom- 
bian Cubierta’s (Insured Letter Stamps) used 
on original cover. In this form these stamps 
are scarce, since the large size of the covers 
and their usual poor condition didn’t tempt 
collectors of an earlier generation to preserve 
them. Covers seen range from 342 to 4 inches 
high and up to more than 9 inches in length. 
In mailing such items, customary proceedure 
was to scrawl the address across one side of 
the letter, then tie in both directions with 
string; affix cubierta over the string on the 
back of the cover and seal the huge stamp at 
corners with red sealing wax. The string and 
wax combined to prevent—or so it was hoped 
—surreptitious rifling of the contents. One 
zover has 50c 1870 design dated at Ibague, 
March 18, 1881 and has following the word 
“Remite” on the Cubierta the inscription “the 
Senorita Mercedes Gomez B. to Carmen 
Gomez B., the sum of one hundred fifty 
pesos ($150) in National Banknotes to Bog- 
ota.” This inscription is signed apparently by 
the postmaster. Across the face, vertically, of 
the cubierta is the customary inscription, 
“Received, Carmen Gomez.” Adjoining the 
cubierta is an ordinary 20c postage stamp, de- 
sign of 1877, cancelled by two strokes of a 
pen—a typical Colombian cancellation, The 
cover on its address side has in addition to 
pen-written address “Senorita Carmen Gomez 
B., Bogota” a hand inscription in upper right 
corner giving the number of this letter. This 
last was also customary. On both this and 
the cover next described will be found two 
holes about two inches apart on one end of 
cover, which occur says John Myer, Colom- 
bian specialist, as a result of the post office 
retaining the covers and filing them on hooks 
for future reference. Evidently post office 
patrons had to open their insured letters in 
the presence of the postal clerk. 

The other cover is much like the one de- 
scribed above, except it was not tied with 
string. The envelope was raade by folding 
writing paper, and is addressed ‘Provisional 
Administrator of National Finance to the 
Telegraphist of Espinal.” In upper right cor- 
ner “Certificado Official No. 52.” The stamp 
affixed to other side is an Official Cubierta 
and is the typeset design first issued according 
to early editions of Scott’s in 1874. It is 
printed in black on white note paper ruled 
with light blue lines, and is of same general 
size as the ones for public use. It is dated 
at Ibague on April 1, 1881 and the inscription 
indicated the letter contained a shipment of 
stamps: “The Provisional Administrator of 
National Finance (sends) Notice No. 32 and 
four hundred stamps of 20 centavos to the 
Telegrapher of Espinal.” Again signed by an 
undecipherable autograph. Across this is signed 
“Received the Telegrapher, Teofilio Zerrate.”

ANOTHER TIP 


Now that I have found some one who is 
collecting a specialty that I long and labori- 
ously advocated I will bring forth another 
which I hope some collector will see fit to 
try. I think the perforated 10 issue of 1923 
would make a very fine specialized collec- 
tion, It is ideal from the standpoint that it 
is limited yet is large enough to let the col- 
lector stretch out and not become stagnated. 
Eleven varieties and with a 10c highest value 
seems to be the perfect setup. No new va- 
rieties coming out, and they have been out 
long enough for every holder of a job lot 
of precancels to have some. The catalog 
makers have recognized the fact that they 
not as common as most perf. lls and 
they have been priced somewhat above nor- 
mal with a pretty stiff boost coming when 
the next edition of the catalog appears. So 
now is the time to gather them in. Four or 
five years hence it will be too tough going 
to maintain interest in them.

PRINTED ONLY 


Oft times I wonder if at the beginning 
of the printing’ of catalogs etc. if the list- 
ing of only the PRINTED PRECANCELS 
would have lengthened the life span of the 
general precancel collector. Fifteen years ago 
almost half of the precancel collectors were 
out and out general collectors and those that 
were specialists almost always had a general 
collection too. Since then the trend has been 
to break down the collections into states, de- 
nominations or types. The reason chiefly be- 
cause of the seemingly large number of pre- 
cancels and most of these handstamp pre- 
cancels, I would estimate that three-fifths of 
all precancels are handstamps. Therefore I 
feel that if only the printed precancels were 
considered there would still be quite a few 
general collectors with us today. I too would 
want positions to be disregarded and doubles, 
triples etc. to be de-emphasized as much as 
possible. This would mean a further cut in 
the total number of collectable varieties and 
be a stabilizer to a large degree. What no ups 
or downs or inverteds? Yes, no ups or downs 
or inverteds. If you are a U.S. collector in- 
terested in postmarks, does it make any dif- 
ference if the mark you are after is inverted 
or not? No it doesn’t and if anything you 
would rather have a normal postmark than 
one in any other position. I think this idea 
of placing value on inverts ups and downs 
etc. is a carry over from the foreign field 
in the surcharge deparment.

Familiar Names Heard Again 





As the Nazi war machine invaded Greece 
and Jugoslavia, names familiar many years 
ago to philately were heard again. Fiume, 
which Jugoslavia had hoped to obtain at end 
of the war, went instead to Italy and much 
of northern Jugoslavia which was commer- 
cially tied to the port had since struggled

Whether the swiftly 
moving present war will result in duplication 
of past provisional issues remain to be seen.
